PARI6, April 6—A German submarine 
was sunk yesterday by a squadron of 
French and British warships, the Min- 
istry of Marine announced last night 
The crew of the submarine Was vap- 


tured. 

The War Office announced this after. 
:00n capture by the French of a large 
tortion of the position north of Avo- 
court, known as Bois Carre or “square 
\vede." This ground was captured in 
fighting which went on all of yesterday 
aiternoon and last night in the Verdun 
regiun west of the Meuse on the Avo- 
cvourt-Bethincourt line. 

Voday's communication says: 

“In the region of Verdun the enemy 
ufier the relative calm of yesteraay 
afternoon, gave evidence of very great 
ectivity during the eyening hours. As 


the night progressed there took place 


te the west of the Meuse a bombard- 
ment of extreme violence in the region 
between Avocourt and Bethincourt. 
"his was followed by a series of attacks 
in which large numbers of men took 
part against the two principal salients 
ef this front. All efforts of the enemy 
egainst the village of Bethincourt were 
checked by our fire. 

“During this same time the enemy de- 
livered a furious attack on the center 
acainst the village of Haucourt. In 
apite of repeated checks and of bloodv 
sacrifices they were successful in get. 
ting a foothold during the night in this 
village. We now hold the village under 
the fire of our dominating positions. 

“On our side, after a short prepara- 
tory artillery fire, we delivered a spi- 
rited attack, our men coming out from 
the redoubt of Avocourt, their purpose 
being to connect this redoubt with one 
ef our works situated on the boundary 
line of the wood north of Avocourt. 
_— this operation, which was in a'! 
espects successful, we occupled a large 
portion of the territory known as ‘Le 
Boise Carre’ and took 50 prisoners. 

“To the east of the River Meuse two 
ettacks on the part of the enemy di- 
zected against our position to the north 
of the Caillette Wood, resulted only in 
fcrious losses to the Germans.” 


FIFTH ZEPPELIN 


RAID ON ENGLAND 
IN LAST SIX DAYS 


Forty-Eight Bombs, 24 Explo- 
sive and 24 Incendiary, Dropped 


LONDON, April 6.—One child wag 
killed and eight persons injured in Zep- 
olin raids last night, it was officially 

nounced this afternoon. 

The official statement says: 

“The aerial raid last night on north- 
eastern counties apparently was carried 
out by three Zeppelins. The first one 
Inade an attack about 9:10 p. m., but 
was driven off by the fire of anti-air- 
eraft guns after dropping five bombs, 
which caused no damage or casualties. 
This is the fifth Zeppelin raid on En- 
gland in six days. Numerous observers 
state that this Zeppelin was struck by 
gunfire. 

“The second raider made its appear- 
ance in another locality about 10:15 p. 
m. Although it was in the neighborhood 
for some time, no bombs were dropped, 

“Another raider delivered an attack 
in a third locality during the night. Al- 
though several bombs were dropped only 
slight material damage was done. 

“The total number of bombs dropped 
was 2% explosive and 2% incendiary. The 
casualties at present reported are: 
Killed, one child; injured, eight.

ST. LOUIS ENTERS SMOKE TEST 
FOR YEAR WITH 3 OTHER CITIES 


Monthly Records of Amount of Soot- 
fall to Be Kept Here and in Chi- 
gago, Pittsburg and Ciacinnati. 


St. Louis, Pittsburg, Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati have under way a relative smoke 
test to determine which city is the least 
smoky. 

In order to ascertain ...e amount of 
soot fall for the year ending April L 
1917, the same test is being applieu to 
each city. 

In St. Louis the test is being conduct- 
‘’ by Washington University students 
under the direction of Prof. BE. L. Oble. 
chairman of the Smoke Abatement Com- 
inittee of the Civic League. 

Thirty-six glass jars, four inches in 
diameter and 10 inches deep, have been 
piaced in various sections of the city, 
on the reofs of low buildings, where 
they will not be disturbed by air cur- 
rents. Once a month for a year the 
jars will be collected and the conten 
weighed and analyzed, and compari- 
sons with the other cities made.

April 6.—Two 
masked men held up and robbed thé 
passengers in the smoking car of Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific passenger 
train No. 41, as the train was leav- 
ing Howe, Ok., last night. After ob- 
taining about $115 and four watches, 
they compelled the conductor to stop 

the train and escaped. 

Posses were formed at Howe and Red

According to trainmen, the two men 
boarded the smoking car at Howe and 
remained on the platform until the train 
was under way.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—With the en- 
tire submurire situation hinging upon 
Germany’s attitude in regard to the 
Sussex and other serious marine disas- 
ters, officials today are awaiting with 
intense interest a response from the 
Berlin Foreign Office to inquiries made 
by Ambassacor Gerard. ° 

The accumuiation of evidence indicat- 
ing that Werman submarines ‘were re- 
sponsible for the disasters is under- 
stood to have convinced officials that 
it is up to the Berlin Government to 
demonstrate the vaiue of promises giv- 
en the United States. 

The situation was the subject of a 
conference at the White House last 
night betwéen President Wilson an 
Secretary Lansing. 

To the many reports from abroad in- 
dicating that the British channel steam- 
er Sussex was torpedoed without warn- 
ing, today was added a graphic story 
of the wreck, contained in a report by 
Rear Admiral Grasset to the French 
General Staff. made public at the Frencn 
embassy. 

The report declares that the Sussex 
was unarmed, that the attack on her 
was premeditated, that the wake of a 
torpedo was seen by many of those on 
board and that the submarine ‘“‘muat 
have remained in the neighborhood of 
the Sussex in order to torpedo any ship 
which might come to the rescue of her 
victim.’ 

Text of Admiral’s Report. 

The report, made public here by the 
French embassy, dated at Boulogne 
March 30, says: 

“In conformity with your instructions 
l proceeded to Boulogne, where I con- 
ducted an inquiry relative to the attack 
on the Sussex. On March 24 the £ussex, 
belonging to the State Railway Co., and 
running the regular service between 
Engiand and France, left Folkestone at 
1:25 p. m. for Dieppe. This boat car- 
ried about 325 passengers of all nation- 
alities, a great number of these being 
women and children, as well as the In- 
dian mails. This approximate figure is 
given by the captain; according to the 
company, there were 383 passengers; the 
officer in charge of the control cf cick- 
ets was severely wounded and taken to 
Dover, and he is not in a fit state to 
furnish particulars. 

“She was not possessed of any arma- 
ment. The crew consisted of 63 men. 
From the start the speed was set at 16 
knots; after having passed at one mile 
distance from Dungeness, the Captain 
headed south, three degrees east, the 
weather was very fine, the sea almost 
calm, most of the passengers were on 
deck. 

“Suddenly without the slightest warn- 
ing the Captain who was on the bridge 
saw before the port beam, some 150 me- 
ters away, the track of a torpedo. It 
was now 2:50 p. m.:; the time of the 
disaster being exactly registered by the 
stopping of the clocks on board the ves- 
sel. The second officer and deck offi- 
cer, who were on the bridge, also dis- 
tinctly saw the torpedo. With great 
presence of mind the Captain ordered 
the helm hard aport, and stopped the 
starboard engine, in order to avoid the 
torpedo by turning to starboard. These 
two orders were executed immediately, 
as is proved by the statements of the 
engineer of the watch.

The church is 
a brick structure on about an acre cf 
ground and has the value of about $5000 

Deeded as Church in 1860. 

Investigation by a Pest-Dispatch re 
porter showed that Sept. 20, 1860, the: 
church was deeded to three. trustees 
by Martin F. Hanley’ and his wife, 
Cyrne Hanley, and the trustees were 
instructed to permit the use of the 
building by any and all branches of the 
Protestant religion forever, as a churecrn 
vr schoolhouse. 

Mrs. Lucinda B. Kelsey of forsyth 
boulevard, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hanley, said that she had been in- 
formed by counsel that the deed to the 
trustees has become void through the 
failure of anyone to use the building 
for church or school purposes in the 
last three years and she sald she had 
decided to have the property sold and 
the money divided among the 19 Hanley 
heirs.

She safd she felt obliged to do this as 
she had been informed that joyriders 
were holding nightly dances in the 
building, that she had found beer bot- 
tles in the church and yard and that 
the building was falling into ruin. 

The three present trustees are William

NEW YORK, April 6.—Shipments of 
automobiles during March totaled 28,600 
carloads, a gain of 11,400 over March of 
last year and 6000 carloads more than 
the best previous monthly record in the 
history of the industry, according to a 
statement made at the meeting here of 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce.

COLUMBUS, N. M., April 6.—Clad in 
Lhaki uniforms of American cavalry- 
men, 20 Apache Indians are preparing 
today to start for the headquarters of 
jen. Pershing, to act as scouts in the 
hunt for Villa. 

Thirty years ago, 14 of the Indians 
fought agaihst the American troops of 
which Gen. Pershing was then a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant@in the Geronimo cam- 
paign, in the same district where Villa 
is thought to be hiding. Capt. O. P. M. 
Hazzard brought the scouts from Fort 
Apache, Ariz, 

“We are going to bring back. Villa,”’ 
said M. Jese Valesquez, interpreter for 
the party. “Our men were pledged to 
a> so in a great war dance—the first 
for years—and they cannot go back on 
their word. These men are man hunt- 
ers, men who can follow a trail .f 
broken twigs and disturbed dust os 
readily as you can read a printed pace.” 

Valesquez said that the warriors, some 
cf whom are more than 70 years old, 
donned war paint and danced through- 
cut the night before they left, as they 
dia yéars ago, and then, without sleer, 
‘ode horseback 60 miles to the nearest 
railroad station. 

Among the Indians are five regular 
army scouts and al’ the rest hare 
served with the army in various cam- 
paigns, though not regularly. 

The unofficial commandant of the In- 
dians is the!r Chief, Yet-Su-Ay, an ex- 
pert trailor. One of the party is ‘‘Sher- 
ley,”’ or as tne Government lists him, 
XxX. G.-XL. He was one of two Apache 
scouts whe actually trailed Geronimo to 
his capture. The other, called 
“Peacaes,” missed joining the party. 
“Peaches’’ walked 79 miles to ioin the 
scouts, Capt. Hazzard said, becaure he 
was too pcor to buy a horse: but 
reached Fort Apache three huurs too 
late. 

lhe ‘Sergeant of the party is ‘‘Loce 
Jim,” who bears the honor of having 
been wounded more times than any 
other man whe engaged in Southwest- 
ern Indian warfare, his Lody being de-

EL PASO, Tex., April 6.—The hopeieadll 
ness of the expedition which is groping 
through the Chihuahua sand, dust 
snowstorms for Pancho Villa, is a 
Hected in the conversations of Americas 
army officers here today.

Proper military precaution demands 
that strategic points along the border 
keep forces ready for eventualities and 
every frontier town from Prownsville to 
Yuma is sure that it has not enough 
men to give it sufficient protection. 

The pursuit of Villa has reached 4&4 
roint where a change in its nature ia 
indicated, according to army officials 
here and to students of Mexican poli- 
tics. 

The prospect of” the chase for one 
bandit becoming a campaign is constant- 
ly before the eyes of the military. The 
tnany difficulties confronting Gen. Per- 
ching and the best ways of meeting 
then: are never absent from the 
thoughts and councils of the men at the 
base here. 

The advance columns of the expedi- 
tion are now 30 miles from the Ameri- 
ean border, as the roads run. The force 
in Mexico is usually estimated at $000 
men, and there are probably more than 
(000 horses and mules with the expedi- 
tion. 

A fleet of motor trucks, now approach- 
ing, more than endeavors to supply 
these men and animals with food. The 
task presents almost insurmountable 
difficulties. 

Railroad of Little Help. 

it will be recalled that Gen. Pershing 
sought permission to use the Mexico 
Northwest Railroad and that a pro- 
vision permission was granted by Car- 
ranza after some delay. The railroad 
had been used to some extent for the 
transportation of troops and a dozen 
soldiers were injured in a wreck. ‘The 
permission to transport supplies has 
been or no benefit to date and the ad- 

vance columns now are far beyond the 
reach of the rails. 

The territory to the south and to the 
cast of Chihuahua City, into which Villa 
appears to have fled, is fed by the Na- 
tional Railroad of Mexico, whose lines go 
south from Juarez. This road has been 
for five years the principal military tool 
ct whoever held Chihuahua, usually Vil- 
la. Its towns.are well garrisoned. The 
people living along the line are for the 
most part Villista in sentiment. 

For Carranza to permit’ the 
American invaders to use this line 
for the transpor on of men or mu 
nitions of war’. would be doubtful 
policy. He might alienate the Chi- 
huahua people whom. he is endeavor- 
ing to placate, and severely test the 
loyalty of the Mexican ‘troops sta- 
tioned along the road. 

Use of National Line Needed. 

But it. difficult to see how the 
American FORces can subsist without 
the use of b Mexican National, The 
Northwestern, if it were turned over 
to the army, could be used only as far 
as the headquarters near Casas 
Grandes. For two years no trains 
have passed through the Cumbre 
Tunnel, which was'dynamited. It is 
said its rehabilitation would cost 
$2,000,000 and take tine in propor- 
tion. , 

For the bicrabtnnss about Guerrero, 
Minaca and Cusihutriachic, if supplies 
could be taken out of Chihuahua City, 
the Mexican National road would be 
needed to connect with Juarez and Hi 
Paso. The army cannot operate with- 
out supplies for horses, men and guns, 
and the question of how these sup- 
plies are to be taken to the advance 
columns is very delicate and is be- 
coming pressing. , 

Accepting 8000 as a fair estimate of 
-the number of men now in the expe- 
dition, it would seem that that should 
be a sufficient number for the work 
in hand, which is that of following 
with all speed the cooling trail of 
Villa the extermination of his ban- 
dits and the capture of the leader. 

But if Villa has passed through 
Satevo, as there is every indication, 
and if he has reduced his immediats 
following to eight men, the task of tae 
expedition takes another aspect.

TROOPS IN MEXICO: 


Supply Soon Gone; Offer of 
$1.50 for Half of 5-Cent Sack 
of Tobacco Refused. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., April ».—Salt is 
the commodity most in demand by 
American troops at the front, especially 
the troops of the Seventh Cavalry, ac- 
cording to the crew of the first trucx 
train arriving in Columbus from the 
furthest extremity of the American !ine. 
The small supply the cavalrymen car- 
ried with them when they crossed the 
border three weeks ago, was exhausted 
in two days and they have had none 
since. 

Tobacco also is priceless, one of the 
truckmen asserting that a trooper of- 
fered $1.50 for one-half of his 5-cent baz 
of tobacco. “I told him if it was worth 
trat much to him it was worth that 
much to me, and I kept it,’’ the truck- 
man said. 

Several commented upon the optimism 
with which Mexican inhabitants of 
that portion of Chihuahua, through 
which American troops are passing, 
have started tilling the soil for the first 
crops to be planted since the five years 
of revolutions got well under way, late 
in 1910. 

The change in attitude of the peons 
who have come into contact with the 
silver-spending Americans, is remark- 
able, members of the crew said. The 
first timidity and fear has given way, 
with lack of molestation and plunder- 
ing by ‘1e Khaki ‘‘soldadoes’’ to an in- 
creasing friendliness.

, several days. In the mountain work the 
j cavalvymen led their horses over 
worst places. The horses have shown 
that they can climb almost any moun- 
tain that a man can ascend. 

Pride in their horses has become a 
passion with cavalrymen in their moun- 
tain riding. 

“Our horses,’’ one officer asserted, 
“are just as good today as when they 
crossed the border. They are fit for a 
charge right now.”’ 

An officer here tells how he retreat- 
ed from a house where he thought at 
first he had found a Villa bandit. It 
was during the search of a mountain 
district where it was believed Villa 
might be concealed. This officer saw 
what he took to be a wounded man ly- 
ing in bed in a room. He swung open 
the door, pistol in hand, and started to 
turn down the blanket covering the 
Mexican, but after one look he fled. The 
man had smallpox. 

Goatless Cowboy in Party. 

The wonder of cavalrymen searching 
the mountains is an American cowbov 
Scout who rides with the trooners in 
these cold altitudes wearing on 
shoulders only a thin cotton shirt. 

“You can read a hewspaper through 
ii,”’ is the soldier’s description of the 
shirt. The cowboy rides bareheaded. 
never appearing to mind the cold.

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Troopers Wounded byVilla 
Men tn Saddle Second Day 


|Fleshy Part of Body of One of These Hardy 
Soldiers Pierced Six Times—Invaders 
Begin to Look Like Mexicans. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., April oh ten 
weeks of man-hunting through the 
desert and mountains of Chihuahua has 
totally changed the physical appearance 
of the smart cavalrymen who crossed 
the border under Col. George A. Dodd, 
near Culbertson’s ranch. A _ vivid pic- 
ture of the soldiers as they were four 
days ago was brought to Columbus with 
the arrival from the front of a truck 
train which carried supplies to Col, 
Dodd’s command. 

The returning truck men got few de- 
tails of the Guerrero battle. but said 
they had been told that all of the four 
wounded American troopers were in the 
saddle again on the second day after 
the engagement. The troopers said tha 
Villista marksmanship was bad, prac 
tically all of their shots going higa. 
There was much comment on the al- 
leged fact that the American soldier 
most seriously wounded, who was shor 
six times through fleshy parts of his 
bcdy, was on a small promontory in 
the rear of the rest of the command. 

Despite the orders to “spare nothing 
but horse flesh,’’ the march uito Mexico 
has been exceedingly hard on some of 
the animals attached to Ccl. Dodd's 
command, according to the arrivals. 
Dead American cavalry borses were 
said to be strewn along the trails ia 
the district south of Namiquina. In faet, 
was declared, the command has lost 
so many horses that fully one-half of 
it has been obliged to continue the 
search for Villa without mounts. 

Men whose shoes have been lacerated 
by the stones of the mountains and 
sands of the deserts are wearing Mexi- 
can sandals, and sandals made from the 
hides of beeves slaughtered for their 
meals. Men, whose clothing has veen 
torn into shreds by mesquite and cactus 
are wearing such clothing as could oe 
obtained from Mexicans living along the 
route, according to the stories told. 

Substantiating these stories, a mes- 
sage ‘came to military headquarters 
from Brigadier-General Pershing re- 
questing that the extra kits containing 
extra clothing of the soldiers of the 
Seventh and Tenth cavalry regiments, 
the two regiments at the extreme front, 
be rushed to them at once. 

A truck train under the command of 
Capt. C. B. Drake, consisting of Zi 
trucks, went to within seven miles of 
Guerrero, its crew being the first Amer- 
icans to meet the troopers of the Sev-

at that town. 
Men Nondescript Looking. 

“The men were a nondescript looking 
crowd,” said Capt. Drake. “Their faces 
were caked with dry alkali dust, they ‘ 
had been without regular rations for 
some days, coffee, salt and tobacco were 
beyond price, and yet, through their 
haggard dirtiness the men smiled with 
their eyes and told of their resolute pu*- 
pose to get villa.” 

Capt. Drake also told of reports cur- 
rent throughout the Guerrero coun'rv 
that the American troops obtained their 
information that Villa had been 
wounded from an American physiciat 
taken captive by the bandit band and 
forced to treat the leader’s wounds. He 
said that he did not learn the name 
of the physician, who was said :o have 
been a resident of one of the towns 
through which Villa passed, and was re- 
ported to have described the wounds *8 
being caused by a bullet through the 
ankle and another in the hip. | 

The soldiers, traveling as they have, 
with every ounce of surplus eauipment 
eliminated, have extemporized numerous 
articles. Two bolts of calico, obtained 
from the pack of one of the mules in a 
Villa pack train captured at Guerrerr, 
has beén used by the soldiers, the 
truck men say, to fashion almost every- 
thing from hats to saddlebags. 


Strange Mixture of Clothing. 

“When 1 first saw some of these 
fellows of the Seventh coming to- 
ward me I thought we were in the 
center o1 4 stexican camp,” said one 
man. “They wore the same mixed col- 
lection of clothing that is noticeable 
in a Mexican army camp, where each 
man chooses his own uniform. Some 
of the men wore the broad-rimmed 
Mexican hats, their own having been 
lost; others were clad in the loose 
jacket of the Mexican latorer. Only 
a few were in the same uniforms in 
which they left the United States.” 

The morale of the troops was de- 
scribed as being excellent. 

The arrivals said Gen. Pershing. 
Col. Dodd and the other commanders of 
the American advance were taking 
every precaution against possible up- 
risings of irresponsible Villa sympa- 
thizers, realizing that Chihuahua is 
the State in which Villa first was 
powerful, and where the nucleus of 
his army was recruited.

BERLIN, via London, April 6,—Ger- 
rran troops have stormed the village c* 
Haucourt on the Avocourt-Bethincourt 
front northwest of Verdun, the War 
Office announced today. 

The official statement says: 

‘Western front: There was great 
activity west of the Meuse during 
the day, chiefly on account of the 
preparatory fire which we directed 
against the district of  Haucourt. 
During the afternoon the activity of 
our infantry became more  pro- 
rounced. 

‘We stormed the village of Hau- 
eourt and the strongly fortified 
French point of support east of the 
village. 

“In addition to very ofpsiderable 
losses in killed and wounded, the 
enemy lost i1 officers and 531 un- 
wounded prisoners, belonging to two 
different divisions. On the right bank 
of the Meuse the French renewed the 
attack against positions we cap- 
tured in Caillette Forest and north- 
west thereof on April 2. This attack 
was checked quickly.”

Announcement was made lest night 
that Gen. Lake, Commander in Chief tn 
Mesopotamia, had that the 
Tigris corps had attacked and carried 
at 5 a. m. yesterday the Turkish in- 
trenched position at Umm-El-Henna, 2 
miles below Kut. 

Umm-El-lenna is a strong position at 
an important ben’ of the river, and 
is said to be the last serious barrier to 
the relief of Gen. Townshend, although 
two or three less strong positions are 
still to be overcome before Kut-E)- 
Amara is reached. 

Next to the Dardanelles expedition, 
the operations in Mesopotamia have 
been a subject on which the Govern- 
ment has been more criticised than any 
other, not only on account of the brenak- 
down in .he hospital arrangements, but 
on the question of responsibility for 
the advance, with insufficient forces, 
toward Baxdad.

AID OF VOLUNTEER 
PLAN IN ARMY BILL 


Many Wire Senators That Their 
Views Have Been Incor- 
rectly Presented. 


OTHERS OPPOSE PROVISION 
Action on Amendment to Elim- 


inate It, Which Was Deferred, 
Will Be Taken Soon. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.-—The fight 
over the Federal Volunteer plan of ‘he 
army reorganization bill was drawing 
to a close when the Senate resumed 
work on the measure today, with ad- 
vocates of the provision trying hard to 
save it and opponents seeking to elim- 
iniate it. 

An amendment by Senator Lee of 
Maryland to strike out the provision 
was the immediate business before the 
Senate. Action on the proposal ha'l 
again been deferred in order to permit 
one or two Senators to speak. Advo- 
cates of the provision predicted that it 
had been saved. 

Another flood of telegrams protesting 
against elimination of the provision 
was submitted by Chairman Chamber- 
lain of the Millitary Committee. Many 
were from officers of the National 
Guard, who declared their views had 
not been correctly presented by Sen- 
étors who have been fighting the voi- 
unteer provision on the ground ‘t 
threatens the existence of the National 
Guard. 

360 of the Telegrams Received. 

One from Maryland declared that Sen- 
ator Lee’s amendment did not properly 
represent the sentiment of all the Mary- 
land guardsmen on the issue. In all 360 
telegrams were presented indorsing the 
volunteer army plan. 

Senator O’Gorman of New York 
read a telegram from R. S. Stern- 
berger, a Colonel in the New York Na- 
tional Guard, which he declared was 
in the nature of a command that the 
volunteer army project be eliminated 
from the bill. 

“I do not know Col. Sternberger,” 
said Senator O'Gorman, “and appar- 
ently he does not know me, or he 
would know my resentment at any 
attempt at coercion. I am sure the 
subordinate officer who wrote the of- 
fensive letter is not expressing the 
views of Major-General O’Ryan, com- 
mander of the national guard in my 
State.” 

Explaining his reasons for believ- 
ing the time had come for extensive 
military and naval preparation, Sen- 
ator Townsend, Republican, declared 
the foreign relations of the United 
States were critical. Great Britain, 
Germany, Russia and Japan all had 
differences with the United States, 
which, he said, was hated by Mexico. 

“Although Congress has not been 
permitted to know the exact status 
of our foreign affairs,” he said, “the 
President has issued a call for help. 
He is head of the army and navy, and 
as such has called upop Congress to 
give him an adequate force to meet 
the situation. Congress wil] do it.” 

Lobby Inquiry Asked For. 

Charges. of the existence of a lobby 
here to defeat preparedness legislation 
may be investigated by the Senate. Such 
an investigation is proposed in a resol. 
tion by Senator Sherman of Illinois, to 
clear the way for more rapid and ef- 
fective consideration of the pending leg- 
islation. 

Senator Chamberlain will support the 
resolution if it comes up in the regular 
way, although he will not permit it to 
interfere with consideration of the army 
bill. 

The alleged activities of the national! 
guard organizations in connection with 
the bill came in for sharp denunciation 
at the hands of Senators Chamberlain, 
McCumber and Nelson during the debate 
late yesterday. All announced the re- 
ceipt of numerous telegrams from guard 
cfficials urging defeat of the volunteer 
provision. Senator Nelson declared that 
in all his experiences he had “‘never seen 
such lobbying as outside influences have 
brought to bear to defeat certain sec- 
tions of this bill,”

IN HOUSE MEASURE 
FOR FORTIFICATION 


Bill for Great Coast Defenses 
Part of Four-Year Plan to 
Spend $100,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 6—The_ third 
great element of the national prepared- 
ness program was brought into the 
House today. It is the largest fortifi- 
cation bill ever reported, and the first 
of four annual measures under which it 
is proposed to spend approximately 
$100,000,000 for increasing and moderniz- 
ing the coast defenses, already officiall; 
deciared to be superior to any in the 
world, end to supply an ample store vf 
reserve munitions for the guns. 

Included in the bill are provisions for 
mounting 16-inch direct-fire rifles to 
guard New York, sHoston, San Francisco 
and other great cities from ‘tong-range 
naval bombardment. Frovision is also 
made for mounting 12-inch rifles now 
in regerve, so they will have a rangé 
of more than 30,000 yards, or 15 sea 
miles. No ship could live within that 
distance of the guns. 

Bigger Guns for Heavier Armor. 

The plan will add 16-inch mortar bat- 
teries to the present 12-inch emplace- 
rients because of the increased armor 
protection of modern battleships. In 
addition it provides.for 16-inch mobile 
howitzers and 14-inch guns on railroad 
cars to defend points not protected by 
established forts. 

In approving the bill the comnnittce 
accepted, almost without alteration, the 
proposals of the War Departmen: and 
the officers who have studied the sub- 
ject of coast defenses for years. 

The bill carries appropriations of $2;,- 
05,123 and additional authorizations to 
reach a total of $34,299,000. It is the 
first of the bills mapped out by former 
Secretary Garrison to cover a four-year 
rrogram of expenditures totaling $82.- 
064,557 on the continental coast defenses 
ard reserve material. The Panama 
Canal defenses will add $13,995,000 to the 
Se Sg reaching a grand total of $96,- 
059, 55 

The bill provides ‘for the expenditure of 
$750,000 to purchase the rights of the 
radio-dynamic torpedo control, devised 
by John Hays Hammond Jr. Acceptance 
is conditioned, however, on the report 
of a joint board of army and navy of- 
ficers, after a test for which the bill 
provides. 

Where Big Guns Will Be. 

The report shows that four of the new 
lé-inch guns will @e emplaced at Cape 
Henry, Va.; two at Rockaway Beach.

Long-range 12-inch suns 
will go to New York, Boston and either 
Portland, Me., or “an Francisco. 

The committee inserted an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000 to provide tools and 
fixtures for commercial plants to equip 
them for the manufacture of Govern- 
ment ammunition.

‘The situa- 
tion was saved for the French, not 
only by bringing the German advance 
on Verdun to 2 halt. but mainly because 
the French hizh command, never losing 
its head, refused to enguge more than 
the loca] reserves at Verdun, and kept 
in hand all the general reserves. 
Part of Larger Fight, 

“From the start Gens. Joffre and De 
Castelnau appreciated that the Verdun 
battle was only part of a larger fight 
It was plainly evident from innumer- 
able indications that additional to the 
local task allotted to the Crown Prince, 
Gen. Falkenhaven’s plan was to induce 
the French to throw in too much at 
Verdun, thus enabling him to strike 
with greater chances of success elsewhere 
—probably against the British or the 
Belgians. 

“The enormous German Verdun losses 
quite out of all proportion to the results 
achieved—are proof positive that the 
German endeavor was larger and more 
important. It is impossible that the 
wholesale slaughter of the best German 
troops before Verdun could have been 
Gen. von Falkenhayen’s real object. 

“He planned and prepared a larger 
operation, but reckoned without the 
French high command, which, undis- 
mayed by the formidable pressure 
brought to bear on Verdun, continued 
watching the remainder of the immense 
chess board. Gens. Joffre and De Cas- 
telnau put Gen. Petain in charge at 
Verdun against the Crown Prince, while 
they themselves, with undiminished at- 
tention, direct the far mcre important 
transport and concentration game 
against Gen. von Falkenhayn. 

“The game was much bigger and more 
important than appeared to the public, 
which was absorbed in Verdun. It has 
been a German defeat, not only before 
Verdun but also of their more ambitious 
designs. It was the greatest contest of 
generalship that ever took place—a con- 
test of brains, experience, nerve and will! 
power, in which the famous and much- 
advertised head of the German general 
staff has been utterly defeated. 


German Plans Forestaliled. 
“Gen. von Falkenhayn’'s most cunning 


feints were seen through and his moves 
forestalled so easily and calmly that 
Gen. Joffre and Gen. de Catelnau mean- 
while found time to attend the allies’ 
conference.” 

I understand there are actually in the 
trenches fewer troops on both sides than 
ever since the trench war started, but 
greater reserves and masses for manu- 
vering behind the trenches. A staff of- 
ficer explained to me: “It is no longer 
trench warfare as we have known it 
since 1914, and it is not yet open-field 
warfare, as in the first days of the war— 
it is a kind@ef intermediate stage. which 
may revert to either of the two forms 
we have experienced. Whether the Ge~- 


, mans continue the procss of. massing in 
deep column formation, or whether they 


spread out again in the trenches, we ara 
equally ready for them. 

“Had the Germans succeeded at Ver- 
dun they undoubtedly would have con- 


centrated likewise at one or two other 


points of the front and open field war- 
fare would have been resumed, but be- 
cause of their costly Verdun failure the 
Germans will resume only their trenches.

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MILL TAX CASE | 


BEFORE SUPREME 
UUURT 1S CLOSED 


Priest Contends That City Ex- 
| ceeded Constitutional Rights 
in Passing Ordinance. 


DAUES APPEARS -FOR CITY 
Denies Right of United Railways 


to Bring Issue to Wash- 
ington. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Arguments 
before the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of the United Railwavs Co. 
against the city of St. Louis, involv- 
ing the mill tax ordinance were closed 
here yesterday. The case involves the 
right of the city to collect a license tax 
of 1 mill on each 5-cent fare collected 
by the street railway company. 

This is the second time the suit has 


been before the Supreme ‘Court. On the 
issue of the validity of the ordinance th 
case was decided in the city’s favor. The 
United Railways Go. again took the 
case to the Supreme Court on the new 
issues that the collecting of the mill tax 
would mean double taxation of the com- 
pany and that the mill tax ordinance 
could not be made to apply to the St. 
Louis Transit Co., the original owner 0” 
the franchises now held by the United 
Railways Co. , 
Judge Henry S. Priest made the argu. 
ment for the company. The city’s case 
was presented by Charles H. Daues, 
City Counselor, and his assistant, Tru- 
man ‘Post Young. 

Judge Priest made these points in his 
argument: 

1. There was 
the Missouri Constitution, 
utes or the city charter 
‘the passage of the mill 
nance. 

’. It constituted a double tax 
property. 

3. If tt were defined purely as a tax 
for regulation it was exorbitant, con- 
fiscatory and unreasonable. 


Right of Jurisdiction. 

Daues and Young denied the United 
Railways Co.'s right to bring the case 
before the Supreme Court a second time 
and held that all the material points 
at issue had already been ruled upon 
by the court. 

Young argued that the validity ofa 
car tax ordinance had never been ques- 
tioned, and he pointed out that for years 
Lefore the passage of the mill tax ordl- 
rance the street car companies in St. 
Touis had been required to pay a vearly 
license tax of $25 a car. 

Several times while the arguments 
were under way Justices asked ques- 
tions of the attorneys. Chief Justice 
White showed particular interest in 
Judge Priest’s asertion that the United 
Railways Co.’s property was being 
doubly taxed. Priest said that in one 
year the. mill tax amounted to $140,000 
and the State tax on the company’s 
franchise amounted to $240,000. This dou- 
ble tax, he said, amounted to 7% per 
cent on the assessed value of the prop- 
erty. 

Justice Hughes announced that he had 
been so impressed by this rtatement 
that he made a note of it. In reply to 
Justice Hughes. and in answer to Priest, 
Asistant City Counselor Young called 
the Court’s attention to the differenca 
between 7% per cent on the droverty and 
@e per cent on the company’s grass re- 
ceipts. As a matter of fact, ne said. 
the taxes levied against the company 
amounted to only 2 per cent of the 
“assessed valuation of its property.

Priest's Contention Denied. 

Young deniea Priest's contention that 
the application of the mill tax ts the 
United Railways Co. was a discrimina- 
tion. He pointed out that when the 
ordinance was passed the Suburban lines 
were not a part of the United Railways 
Co. and the mill tax also applied to 
them. He called the Court's attention 
to the fact that the United Railways 
Co. is a monopoly, controlling ail the 


street railway lines in St. Louis. 
Priest did not deny that the company 


had submitted to a license tax of $25 a 
car from 1870 to 1903, but he contended 
that this arrangement was in the na- 
ture of a contract, and that the con- 
tract was broken when the mill tax was 
substituted for the car tax. 

Eight cases were involved in the argu- 
ments. As to each of these the city 
contended that all the issues already 
had been passed upon by the Supreme 
Court. 

The comments made from time ft) 
time by the Justices were closely noted 
by attorneys, who tried to judge from 
them what the probable decision of the 
Court would be. After the hearing 
both Daues and Priest said they had 
gained no inkling as to the Court’s de- 
cision, as the points which had aroused 
the interest of the Justices were made 
by both sides and the Judges’ com- 
ments seemed absolutely impartial.

One interruption by Justice Pitney 
was regarded as interesting. Young was 
arguing that the case should be dis- 
missed by the Court on the ground that 
it had already been adjudicated, He 
held that the United Railways Co. was 
wrong in claiming that it had been shut 
out because the city first pleaded the 
Supreme Court’s former decision in sup- 
port of its contention that the issues 
already had been passed upon. 

‘It Is very well to use that in your 
argument, but I would not rely too 
much on it,’’ said Justice Pitney.

1571 Prefer Wilson, 1528 Re- 
publican Candidates and 376 
Are for Roosevelt. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 6.—In response tv 
the inquiry sent out by the Nation, 
s0me weeks ago concerning presidentias 
preferences 3546 subscribers have sent 
replies, Of these 1482 have stated their 
shoice for the coming election, the re- 
maining 64 being undecided. Of the 2492 
votes, Wilson has 1557, Hughes 386, 
Roosevelt 376, Root 355, Taft 60; while 
the remaining 154 votes are divided 
among a large number of other namcs, 

no one of which gets more than 32. 

Of this scattering vote, however, it is 
to be noted that nearly the whole goes 
to Republican candidates; the Democrats 
(Bryan 9, Underwood 65,) get only 14, 
the Socialists only seven of them, leav- 
ing 153 to the Republicans. Accordingly, 
the returns as to preferences for 1915 
may be stated, in the first place, as fo!- 
lows: Wilson, 1557; Hughes, 980: Roose- 
velt, 316; Root, 255; Taft, 60: scattering, 
154. 

And, secondly, throwing the 14 Bryaa 
and Underwood votes to Wilson, luinp- 
ing the Republican votes other thar 
those for Roosevelt, and leaving out the 
Socialist votes, we have this: Wilson, 
1571; Republican, 1528; Roosevelt, 376. 

Hughes Republican Choice. 

Of these two showings, only the first 
is of interest as regards nomination 
preferences. Its striking feature is the 
overwhelming preponderanee of the 
Hughes vote. This is considerably great- 
er than the combined vote of all the 
other Republicans, including Roosevelt; 
it is not far short of double the com- 
bined vote of all of them exclusive of 
Roosevelt; and it is nearly three times 
ac great as that of his nearest straight- 
Republican competitor. Moreover, this 
showing has exceptional interest be- 


impressions as to the state of mind of 
the country, but the results of some 
rather 
bodies of citizens quite different from 
those of the Nation’s constituency. 
Such significance as the second show- 
ing has relates not to the nomination 
but to the election. That a poll of Na- 
tion readers, taken in itself, can throw 
much light on the prospects of the No- 
vember tug of war is not asserted. The 
persons polled are both too few in num- 
ber and of too special a kind. But for 
what it may be worth, we note that this 
table gives the following percentages: 
Wilson 45, Republican 44, Roosevelt 11. 
In 1912, the popular vote of the country 
for the three leading candidates was 
divided according to the following per- 
centages: Wilson 45, Taft 25, Roose- 
velt 30. 
Of far greater significance are the re- 
sults obtained from a comparison of tne 
preferences of nation readers in 1916 
with their votes in 1912.

Politicians at Oyster Bay. 


OUTLINES HIS_ POLICIES 


“Citizens Must Be for America 
First and for No Other Coun- 
try Even Second.”

OMYSTER BAY, N. Y., April 6.—Col. 
Roosevelt in an interview at Sagamore 
Hill virtually declared his candidacy 
for the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. The words he employed are far 
more emphatic than those of his Trin- 
idad statement, with its demand upon 
the public for “heroic mood.” ‘He goes 
further, setting forth the precise and 
only terms upon which he will accept 
the nomination and notifying all dele- 
gates to the Republican national conven- 
tion just what his candidacy stands for. 

The Colonel was led into this declara- 
tion by the conversational tone of one 
of his visitors at Sagamore Hill on 
Wednesday.

He also hopes to be a 
delegate to the Republican national con- 
vention next June. 

“You know, Colonel,” said the visitor,

NEW YORK, April 6.—With the im-

where I can get a fresh start.” 

‘“T am as sane as anybody on this 
earth,” declared the dentist. “There is 
nothing I can offer in justification or 
excuse of myself and nothing, I am 
afraid, that can mitigate the situation 
for my poor family.” 

He smiled continually during the in- 
terview in which he mingled amusement 
and cynicism. 

‘Unless I pay the penalty to the full- 
est I do not get a fresh start in the 
next world,” he said. “If I pay but one- 
half of the penalty here that will leave 
something to be undergone in the life 
beyond.”’ 

Dr. Waite said little that was new in 
the history of the Peck case. He elab- 
orated what he,.»@d already given in 
substance in h. signed confession to 
the New York World. 


Shows Effects of Drugs. 

The prisoner was propped up with pil- 
lows on his cot in a small room of the 
alcoholic ward. He was dressed in pink 
pajamas and a blanket was pinned 
about his shoulders. His face was pale 
and showed plainly the effects of the 
thysical suffering caused by the large 
doses of veronal and sulphwnal which he 
took the night before his arrest.

HE WOULD ALTER

Longer Term for President and 
Closer Relations Between 
Him and Congress. 


William Howard Taft, former Presi- 
dent of the United States and now pro- 
fessor of law at Yale University, last 
night gave the first of a series of pub- 
lic addresses before the Washington 
University Law School, in Graham Me- 
morial Chapel. He spoke on the presi- 
dency, its power, duties and responsi- 
bilities. : 

In the course of his speech he sug- 
Sested several !mprovements which he 
thought could be made in the Constitu- 
tion. The original document was an 
act of wisdom, he said, but he was of 
the opinion that a better Government 
would result if some changes should be 
made. He added that there was no hur- 
ry about it, and cautioned the people 
tc be very guarded in allowing changes, 
“for there are men abroad in this 
country in whose hands the Constitu- 
tion would not be safe over night.”’ 

Considerable amusement was fur- 
nished the audience of about 800 by the 
frequent outbursts of the famous Taft 
laugh. It was evident, as the former 
President referred to various phases of

It is pos- 
sible that this could be done under 
the present constitution, if the custom 
were only started, Taft said, but he 
thought it would be better to have 
it authorized by the constitution, in 
order to obviate any resentment that 
the Congressmen might feel.

This is what causes much of 
the adverse criticism of our courts, he 
said. 

The former President brought a 
laugh in this connection with a story 
of Roosevelt's days in the New York 
Legislature. He said Tim Campbell, a 
Tammany member of the Legislature, 
asked Roosevelt to vote for a certain 
bill. Roosevelt refused on the ground 
that the bill was unconstitutional.

The President should also veto any 
bill he thinks inexpedient, Prof. Taft 
said.

CANADA FARMER 
NEED 50,000 MEN; 
ADVERTISE HERE 


Workers Wanted to Take Place 
of Soldiers and No Conscrip- 
tion Is Promised. 


Canadian farmers want 50,000 Ameri- 
can farm hands to take the places of 
young Canatiians who have gone to the 
war. At the same time the farmers 
of the United States are having 4diffi- 
culty obtaining enough farm hands for 
their own needs. These two facts are 
likely to put a premium on agricul- 
tural labor during the approaching sea- 
son, according to persons familiar with 
the economic situation. 

The Canadians are advertising in the 
newspapers for the men they need. 
Authorized agents of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment in several of the large cities 
are conducting the campaign. There is 
ho agent in St. Louis, but C. J. Brough- 
ton, the representative at Chicago, is 
advertising in the Post-Dispatch, offer- 
ing good wages and a full season's 
work and guaranteeing that the farm 
hands will be in no danger of conscrinp- 
tion. 

Inquiry by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
teday revealed that if any large number 
of Americans accept the Canadian lure 
it will result in a serious shortage of 
farm help in this country. 

James R. Dunn, superintendent of the 
Federal Department of Labor in Bt. 
Louis, who also manages the Govern- 
ment free employment bureau, said lhe 
felt gure the Canadian bid would appeal 
te very few Americans. 

“The opportunity to get work at home 
at good wages is too great,’’ he said. 
“We are receiving calls for farm hands 
at from $25 to $30 a month, with board 
and lodging. In some cases farmers 
have offered $35. In the Dakotas and 
other Northwestern states the standari 
wage this season is $40. I don’t think 
the offer of slightly higher wages wou:4 
attract many Amerieans to Canada. The 
experience of American farmers 
ada has been too disastrous.”

BERLIN, April 6, by wireless to Tuck- 
erton, N. J.—The Austro-Hungarian Ad- 
miralty has issued: the following com- 
munication under date of April 4: 

“Replying to a visit of Italian avi- 
etors to Laibach, Adelsberg and Trieste 
an Austro-Hungarian squadron of 10 
naval aeroplanes bombarded with de- 
structive success the railroad station, 
two gasometers, the docks and the bar- 
racks of Ancona today. Several fires 
ensued, 

“One Austro-Hungarian air craft was 
forced to land before the port by the 
fire of three aircraft batteries. Another 
acroplane landed at the side of the 
wreck, picked up two inmates and com- 
pletely destroyed the air-craft. In con- 
sequence of the rough sea the rescuing 
aeroplane was unable to rise again. 
“The result of the attack was that 
two Austro-Hungarian aeroplanes were 
lost.

PARIS, April 6.—Women are being 
employed in garrisons in the place of 
soldiers of the Auxiliary Service. 
The experiment, just began at the 
headquarters of the Thirty-Sixth In- 
fantry at Caen has proved so success- 
fil that the Minister of War has sug- 
gested that the commanders of other 


garrisons use women wherever it is 


possible. Thus the drafts of the 1888 
military class will be limited, which 
will permit professional men to con- 
tinue to attend to their regular du- 
ties and will give employment to the 
widows, mothers and sisters of sol- 
diers killed. 

All the women usefi in the garrisons 
are to be classified under the direc- 
tion of various chiefs of the service 
and will be placed according to their 
qualifications.
